laiion on the part of Presiilent Kruger 
ilisappeared when .‘sir Alfred intim ated 
broadly that the m ilitary activity of 
tireat Britain In .\atal was nothing leas 
than preparation to use force against 
the Transvaal when the tim e arrived 
for decisive action.
